Mr. Orth has, if nothing more, at least
succeeded in getting beforethe cousider-
ation of the House the question as to
whether the speaker shall appoint the
standing committees of that body. The
resolution which he offered yesterday,
proposing that some other method than
that nmow in vogue should be adopted
for the selection of the committees, may
or may not bring forth results in the
shape of a change in the prevailing rule
by which that iwportant duty is
assigned to the presiding officer. The
speaker is theoretically the repre-
sentative of the will of the members of
the Iouse, but julging from the present
very general dissatisfaction of a large
nunber of its members and their charges
of unfair arrangement of the eommittees,
to say nothing of the popular impression
that they were deliberately made up with
purposes in view other than those which
subserve the public welfare, General
Keifer did not get anywhere near £ prac-
tical realization ol the manifest design
of the framers of the rule which confides
the trust to the speaker’s hands. The
New York Times notes as a significant
fact that eighty-five members of the
House gave public expression to their
feelings of discontent by voling with
Afr. Orth to have the resolutions referred
to his own commitice, thatof civil ser-
viee refor, instead of to the committee
on rules. of whici the speaker is himself
chairman, but where il surely belonged,
involving as it did an amendment 1o the
laws for the povernment of the House.
That these eighty-five members should
have been thus willing to put themselves
on the recoid as favering a palpable
leparture frown the customary usage can
bearno other construction than of their
mistrust  of the avility «<f Speaker
Keifer,as chairan of the committee on
rules, to bring to the consideraticn of
the guestion of dividiug the respon-
sibility of appointing the Ilouse
exnmittees that judieial  fairness
which soimportant a matter demauds,
but which an observant person \\'ould‘

ineline to doubt whether Mr. Orth had
in view when he projected his missile al
the speaker’s devoted head yesterday,
Not only did Mr. Orth move to take the
subject out of the domain to which in
all propriety it really belonged, but he
wanted to have it transierred tolhe con-
sideration of the committee of which he
himself is ehairman. This was truly a
novel propesition, but none the less
characteristic of '8 author. The Tducs
professes to  believe thal ils party’s
speaker would have been more likely
to approach the subject with im-
partiality if it had not been made per-
sonal to himself. This is in itself a hu-
miliating adwission, coming as it does
from the national organ of the party that
put Keifer in his present exalted and
responusible position. Tt is a declaration
of its want of confidence in the speaker’s
honesty and integrity in matters that
might eoncern his own interests or per-
s)ual feelings, But the Tunes does not
believe anything of the kind. It knows
that the speaker’s disposition of this
matter, that has been put into his hands
with au imputation from such a large
proportion of his fellow members upon
his capacity to disci:arge the duties con-
nected with the position, will be guided
by tlose considerations which have
always swayed his political course, and
which were so eficetively employed in
his elevation to a plice in which he so
speedily extiibited himself as a weak ves-
sel and subservient tool of the men who

put him there.

SEVILLE, Dec. 15, 18:1. §

Could I coufine the subject of this letter
to a description of any one of the many
places I have visited in the past month, 1
know it would be much more interesting
but this would require more time and
thought than I am willing to expend, par-
ticularly as my iucohercut jottings are in-
tended more to give you my whereabouts
than anything else. A trip through Spain
is wonderfully interesting but is not ac-
cormplished without some sacrifice of time,
patience and comfort. There are a num-
ber of railroads, but they are poorly built
and worse managed. 'The erael ingenuity
displayed by the superintendeat in arrang-
inz a schedule by which the trains reach
all the principal points at midnight or
leave at four in the morning, is worthy of
the days of the inquisiticn. The hotels
are small. Their prices large and the
eroking inferior. I’oliteness to the ser-
vants, however, with the addition of a few
tips, will secure good attentivn, Oue suf-
fors more from want of fires than any-
thing else. Every atteation is given to
building houses ty exclude the scorching
rays of the sun, but when night comss on
aod the wminter winds blow over the siow
capped Pyranees aud Sievia Nevadas the
temperature frequently  reaches f{reezing
poirt and a brasier with a few hot eoals
is a poor substitute for @« farnace.  The
peasants, who live in their little caves in
the mountaiu sides, are about the only
onex who have com{ortable homes in north
eru Spain during December and Jauuary,

What a grand country this would be
didd it but have a little of the American
euergy. No liner seil or climate exists,
yet thero has been but littlo progress for
hundreds of years. The farmers uso the
same rude implemoents as those used by
ticiv ancestors before Columbus dissov.
ered America., The grain is still theeshed
by tle treading out of oxen on stone
floors and is wisnowed in the wind., The
wheat is ground in rade mills built by the
Moors a thonsand yearsago,

metropolis and the centre of wealth and
fashion. T!s population of & half a mil-
lion appears to be rapidly wcreasing. It
is a beautiful city, with magnificent-
palaces, elegant pablie acd private buili-
ings, oue of the tinest picture galleries in
the world and many fine squares, gardens,
parks, drives and walks., How it man-
azes to exist without manulactories or
commerce is a mystery. Its location
conld not possibly be worse ns it is sur-
rounded by an almost barren plain. Neot
& tree, shrub, gavden or blade of grass is
visible, All its marketling, milk, butter,
egys, vegetables and noeuts have to bhe
brought huedreds of miles, adding lwgely
to their cost and making it a must expen-
sive place to live.

Some forty miles from Madrid is loeated
* The Escorial," built by Philip IT,, as a
convent, palace aud tomb. This most
wouderful and interesting of all modern
buildings, was the work of twenty-five
hundred men twenty-five years. The en-
tire structure is of gramte. with walls
twenty fect thick, aud will endure as does
the Pautheon at Rome. T describe the
beauty of the tombs, the clegance of the
palace, and the parfection of the chapel,
would require volumes. One of the
smallest and most dingy rooms in the con-
vent, is pvinted out as the room in which
this half monk aund half king lived, and in
it be died & horrible death, as he deserved.

As the Spaniards like the Romans, have
always lavished immeuse snms of money
on their chureh, almost every city has its
mazniflcent cathedral, Oue of the fiuesy
and perhaps wealthiost, is at Toledo.
Although it was sacked at one time by the
miserable vandals and thieves,tho French,
and twenty-three hundred weight of silver
melted up and ecarried off. It stiil has
enormous treasures. Through the kind-
uness of a friend I was permitted to visit
the sacristy and saloonsin which is kept the
relignaries of gold, silver and precious
stoues, The value of which is fabulous.
The image of the Virgin is one of the old-
est and most valued in Spain. It is life-
size, of solid silver, seated on a silver
throne ander a gold caaopy. The
crown, necklace, bracelets, and other
ornamentsare radian® with precious stones.
The dress i= embroidered in gold and cov-
ered with peails of all sizes. The actual
value of the pearls alone being 9,000,000
of pesetas, or almost 2,000,000 in Ameri-
can money. [ mention this one item only
to give yon an idea of the great wealth of
some of the churches. Toledo was once a
capitol and a city of great maguiticence
with manufactories and a population of a
(uarter of a million : now it kas dwindled
dowan to eighteen thousand, Its mavufac:
tories are no more. Its great armory,
which once cmployed thousands of work-
men and produced the finest blades in the
waorld, is now a small shop with not over
twenty hands, whose entire production of
swords, knives, scissors and a few orna-
mental articles are bought up at enormous
prices by travelers as souvenirs. Two
fine bridges, several of the gates of the
old city and a number of well preserved
buildings of the timoe of the Moors still
remain and are among Toledo’s greatest
attractions,

Of the architecture of the Moors, how-
ever, the finest specimens is the *“Mosque
at Corduva, the Alhambra at Granada,
and the Alcazar at Seville. But of these
historical places you have beard so much
that anything that T might add
could in no way iuterest you. Did
my time permit I would like to
have given you a short diseription
ot this, to me the most attractive,of all the
Spanish cities. Its perfect climate, almost
tropical, its rich agricultural surroundings,
with its fine drives, gardens and parks,
are the admiration of all who visit Serille.
It is quite a busy place and has a number
of factories, the principle of which 18 the
government manufactory of tobacco. This
is quite an institntion and may interest
you as a grower of the weed. The build-
ing is a maguificent five-proof structure 575
feet long by 550 feet wide. In it isem
ployed 5.800 hands,—6,690 women and
gitls, and 1,200 men.

WIHAT THE TRIAL MAS LOS5T.

KFifty Thousand Dollars Expended in the
Frosecution of Gaiteau,

The trial of Guitean, now drawiug to a
cluse, is expected to end with the termina-
tion of next week. The general impression
prevails that the government has been put
to a preat expeuse to prosccute the assas-
sin and tho costs of the trial have been esti-
mated to exceed $50,000. It cannot be
definitely learued what Judge Porter and
Mr. Davidge ave to receive for their ser-
vices as special prosecuting cfficers, but
from the hints thrown out it is belicved
that their fees will not be exaggerated when
placed at 315,000 each. Iucluding Satur-
day next in the days of trial it will bring
the pay ol the jurors up to $1,468. 1a ad-
L dition to this comes the hotel board bill,
which it is presumed wiil not exceed $3.50
per day per man. With this must be in-
cluded the three bailiffs in attendance
upon the jurors. This figures up the
handsome sum of §3,213 to be paid to the
proprietors of the National hotel. For
witnesses, includinz mileage, there has
been paid out £8,078.85.  Or this sum %5,-
189.85 was paid in behalf of the govern
ment and 22,830 for the defendant, and of
the latter $389.55 went to the Guitean fam-
ily and their conuncctions.
